Illinois today cited the fact that j 
1959 legislative sessions made more 
tax changes in the various states) 
than had previously been made in I 
any one year, according to a sum­ 
m ary of their activities prepared) 
by Commerce Clearing House, 


The year 1959 was the first year 
in which legislatures of 50 states 
held sessions; Kentucky, the last 
holdout, convened briefly in a spe­ 
cial session in December. 


Generally, 
tax 
activity 
this 


year was a matter of getting 
more- revenue from existing tax- 
pa. 
The 
only 
new 
across-the- 


board levy was California’s cig­ 
arette tax, 
but increases and 


changes in liability were of tre­ 
mendous significance 
to every 


taxpayer. 
Five states levied higher sales 
taxes: Alabama (on vehicles), Ari­ 
zona, Illinois, Michigan, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Washington; the Michi­ 
gan increase was invalidated by 
the state courts. Texas increased 
excise tax rates on radios. TV sets 
and motor vehicles, and imposed 
new taxes on air conditioners, pre­ 
cious and semi-precious stones, and 
boats. Rhode Island extended its 
temporary tax rate for another 
year, North Dakota for two. Mis­ 
souri enacted a new use tax. E le v ­ 
en states raised income taxes and 
six provided for general withhold­ 
ing. However, 
Oklahoma's with­ 
holding was suspended by referen­ 
dum. 


Cigarette taxes were increased 


in Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, M ichi­ 
gan, Minnesota, Nebraska. New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, South 
Dakota, Texas, Vermont, Wash­ 
ington and 
Wyoming, and the 


new tax added in California. Ad­ 
ditional cigarette taxes were ex­ 
tended or made permanent in 
Massachusetts 
a n d 
Michigan, 


while tax on cigars was raised 
in Oklahoma. Alabama increased 
its tax on tobacco products, and 
new tobacco products taxes were 
levied in Texas, Vermont and 
Washington. New. 
extended 
or 


higher taxes were Imposed on 
liquor in 17 states and on gam­ 
bling in 12. 


Property tax action in 1959 was 
extensive and varied. Missouri au­ 
thorized a tax on all aircraft of 
airline companies. Minnesota and 
Utah levied taxes on exempt prop­ 
erty used for profit. Iowa author­ 
ized temporary property tax ex­ 
emptions 
for 
persons 
suffering 
property damage from hurricanes, 
while New York granted a partial 
tax exemption to railroads, and 
Washington exempted vessels of 
over 1.000 tons from tax while un­ 
der construction. 
Even the miscellaneous area of 
taxation did not escape in 1959. In 
the various states major changes 
were 
made in admission taxes, 
documentary 
taxes, 
poll 
taxes, 
taxes on food and hotel occupancy 
taxes.
